Chicago Railways Ready to 
Take Over the Antiquated 


System of the Con- 
 golidated. 


73 | WILL ASK COUNCIL TO ACT 


Rehabilitation of Tracks in Out- 
lying Wards Promised to 
Be Made Without 
Delay. 


If the city counc!? wil) grant a franchise to 
the Chicago Railways company extending 
over the lines of the Consolidated Traction 
company, the work of rehabilitation on the 
lines in the outlying wards of the city will 
begin this summer. 

The residents of the districts affected have 
been clamoring for these improvements and 
for the relegation of the antiquated street 
cars to the junk pile. Mayor Busse has urged 
action along this line. 

By an agreement between the Chicago Rall- 
ways company and all interests represented 
in the Consolidated company, with the poasi- 
ble exception of the Cicero and Proviso, the 
property and existing franchises of the latter 
will be acquired by the first mentioned com- 
pany. | 
Receiverships Soon Ended. 

If no hitch occurs the receiverships of 
the Chicago Railwaye company and Con- 
solidated Traction company will soon be dis- 
solved. 

At an all day sezsion of the committee ap- 
pointed at the New York conference for the 
purpose the terms of the settlement were 
agreed upon. The deposit of the $4,600,000 
Consolidated Traction donde held by the 
‘Yerkes estate can only be made with the 
approval of Judge Cutting of the Probate 
‘court, but it is expected his approval will be 
given, as it will be urged upon him by the 
executors and creditors of the estate as the 
best possible settlement that can be reached.

The agreement also provides that addi- 
tional purchase money bonds shall be issued 
to provide cash requirements of the p.aa, in- 
cluding court costs and such expenses as the 
Railways company may approve. 


Three Classes of Securities. 

Under the terms of the agreement three 
classes of securities are to be issued by the 
Chicago Railways company with which to 
purchase and rehabilitate the Consolidated 
lines. 

Rehabilitation bonds will be issued to an 
amount to be determined after the engineers’ 
report on the cost of that work has been pre- 
pared. These bonds will be secured either 
by a mortgage on the Consolidated lines or 
by extension of the present rehabilitation 
mortgage of the Chicago Railways company. 

Purchase money bonds will be issued in the 
sum of approximately $3,603,000, which will 
bear interest at the rate of 4 per cent for 
five years and 5 per cent afterwards. 

Funding mortgage bonds will be issued to 
the amount of approximately $4,890,000 and 
will be income bonds bearing 4 per cent in- 
terest if earned, and will be noncumulative. 

Bach of the mortgages will cover all the 
property now owned by the Chicago Rail- 
ways company and the property to be ac- 
quired within the city limits. The company 
shall be free to deal with the properties out- 
side the city limits free and clear from the 
limitations of these mortgages. 


Big Bond Suit Pending, 

The holders of the $1,250,000 of bonda, con- 
trolled by the cognmittee known as the Fore- 
man-Harrity ttee, which secured a 
judgment from J Ball against the Chi- 
cago Railways company for the face value 
of these bonds and the accrued interest, has 
elected to stand or fall by this Judgment. 
Under the terms of settlement, if de- 
cision of Judge Ball is upheld by the 
court, the holders will get 100 cents on the 
dollar for their bonds, but if # is reversed, 
they will get nothing.

By 
Sept. 1 there will be ready for occupancy 
eight new buildings and additions, having a 
capacity of 8200 pupils Six months 
later five other new buildings will be com- 
pleted, bringing the total increase in schoo) 
capacity up to over 12,000 children. 

Estimates and figures to show the board 
of education what accommodations might 
be relied on for next year were submitted to 
President Alfred R. Urion yesterday by Act- 
ing Architect Hussander. 


Puts Chicago in First Rank. 

After mentioning the new buildings and 
additions to be provided this year, Mr. Urion 
said: 

* This will provide for the natural increase 
in the school population, which is from 56,000 
to 7,000 a year, and should go a- long way 
toward allowing us to abandon portable and 
rented buildings. In addition to these build- 
ings, the board bas authorised the erection 
of nine other buildings, which will be ready 
for occupancy by Sept. 1, 1911, and these 
will accommodate between 6,000 and 7,000 
children. 

For the first time, the board of education 
has about caught up with the growth and 
requirements of the schoo] population. With 
the advantages that redistricting the city 
according to its shifting population will give, 
Chicago should have the best school facili- 
ties of any large city in the United States.

Assistant Chief Schnettler’s Car 
Disabled; Plunges Into Curb. 


COURT SCORES A CHAUFFEUR 


Speed Law Violator Admits He Once 
Ran Down and Killed Child, 


While the machine was going about fifteen 
miles an hour, the steering gear of Assistant 
Chief of Police Schuettler’s automobile broke 
yesterday and the car ran into a curb in 
Washington boulevard near Bishop court 
before it could be stopped. A few feet ahead 
of that point there was a map sleeping in 
the grass. 

The sleeping man did not know of his 
danger until he had been awakened, but 
the assistant chief and three other Policemen 
in the machine were keenly aware of theirs. 
The assistant chief was riding in the ton- 
neau with Patrolman William C. Dale and 
Detective John Naughton when Chauffeur 
Steinle turned and called out that the gear 
had broken. 

None of the men attempted to jump when 
Steinle shut off the power and applied the 
brakes, and they were clinging to the seats 
when the curbing was struck. They were all 
badly shaken up, but none received a scratch. 

Municipal Judge Newcomer in the Engle- 
wood court upbraided a chauffeur brought 
before him for speeding when the defendant 
admitted that a short time before he was 
arrested he ran over a dog and that a year 
ago he ran over and killed a child. 

“A chauffeur who has as many accidents 
as you and still violates the speed law should 
be examined by a physician as to his san- 
ity,” declared the judge. 

The offender was Lawrence Martin, 28 
years old, who was arrested by a member of 
the motorcycle squad and charged with 
speed! at a rate of thirty-one miles an 
hour. aid not deny the charge and was 
fined $16 and costs. 

Two other offenders were fined during the 
day, James Harris, a chauffeur for Dr.

FIND BLOODSTAINED KNIFE. 


Young Man Committed to Dunning Soon 
After Beheading. 


Suspected of being the murderer of Mrs. 
Jennie Cleghorn, whose headless body was 
foung in a. rooming house at 54 West Seven- 
teenth street the morning of Jan 20,,Galence 
Enchiff, an inmate of the Cook county insane 
asylum at Dunning, ie being closely guarded 
by Assistant Chief Schuettler‘s detectives. 

Enchiff, who was employed as a houseman 
at the home of Phillip J. McKenna, Gud Sner- 
idan road, until Feb. and who is a native or 
Bulgaria, is said to have lost hie mind 
throvgh his studies of medicine and anatomy. 
He was sent to Dunning the latter part of 
March after he had been arrested by detect- 
ives from the Cottage Grove avenue station. 

While being held at the Harrison street sta- 
tion Enchiff, whose relatives are living in 
Bulgaria and are said to be well to do, told 
Lieut. Joel A. Smith of the Hyde Park station, 
who was then in charge of the Cottage Grove 
avenue station, that he had Killed Mrs. Cleg- 
horn and carried her bead away andthrew it 
in a vacant lot. 

Lieut. Smith investigated Mnchifte story, 
but was unable at the time to connect him 
with the murder of Mrs. Cleghorn, the cir- 
cumstances of which gave the police the the- 
ory that some person familiar with surgery 
had committed the crime. About a montn 
ago Pollceman Wukam C. Dale, who 18 - 
signed to duty in the city clerk's office, 
learned that Enchiff had told several persons 
he killed Mrs. Cleghorn and asked them it 
they would think leas of a Man who had 
committed a murder.” 

This and other statements made by Enchiff 
previous to his being adjudged insane and 
sent to Dunning led Assistant Unier Scnuet- 
tler to make an investigation. 

Detectives Barden and Mills of the assist- 
ant chief's office visited Knohiff's room and 
found a book on surgery, a pair of surgeon’ 8 
shears, and a Bulgarian dirk knife.

BAD AIR; SMALL WARDS. 


Sanitary Equipment Called In- 
adequate and Buildirgs Are 
Found Out of Date. 


An of the numerous complaints of crowd- 
ing, bad air, and inadequate sanitary equip- 
ment in the county hospital were declared 
justified yesterday by the special commission 
recently appointed by President Busse of the 
county board to study the possibility of 
ameliorating those conditions. 

During the last year, or even the last two 
years, complaints of this hature have been 
frequent, and every effort has been made 
by the county boerd to adjust its facilities te 
meet the circumstances. 

The complaints continued, and to prepare 
recommendations for wiping out the causes 
of the protests a commission composed of 
physicians, men, and members of 
the county board was created a month ago. 
Its first official inspection of the hospital was 
made yesterday. 


Find Chronic Overcrowding. 

“The statements of the overcrowding and 
inadequate facilities have not been exagger- 
ated,” said Dr. W. L. Baum, chairman of 
the commission, on bis return. We find 
that the hospital has to handle 38 per cent 
more patients than it has room for. There 
are accommodations for about 1,400, and now 
there are 1,500 patients, and during the win- 
ter there were as many as 1800. In some 
wards built for fifty patients, but In which 
the building ordinances would not permit the 
housing of more than forty, there are now 
ninety patients. The beds are crowded close 
together, the aisles are filled, and even the 
attics and basements, which never were in- 
tend ed for such a purpose, are used as wards. 

“The result of these conditions le insuf- 
ficient air space and lack of opportunity for 
the attendants to give the care they other- 
wise could give 

There are not sufficient sanitary arrange- 
ments. In some places a single bathroom 
has to suffice for as many as ninety patients. 


Buildings Out of Date. 

„All of the buildings are antiquated and 
out of date. It has kept the county busy 
painting and repairing. and while no com- 
plaint can be made about the cleanliness or 
lack of fresh paint, some of the buildings 
have sunk so that Siey are simply held to- 
gether by the repairs. These repairs are ex- 
pensive and at best they are only a tem- 
porary expedient. 

Some radical improvement must be made, 
for next winter probably will bring the num- 
ber of patients applying for admission above 
the 1,800 mark, and there will be still more 
that are entitled to care that would apply if 
conditions were detter.“ 

Dr. Baum would not hagard a prediction 
whether the commission would recommend 
entirely new construction to any great ex- 
tent, but said that further visits would be 
made to the hospital before de eek 
tione are formulated.

that 200 persons were killed in the Ahr river 
floods. Fifty lives were lost at the village of 
Schult when a bridge which was crowded 


was carried away. 

Berlin itself was a heavy sufferer from 
floods tonight when the worst cloudburst ip 
many years caused hundreds ot thousands of 
dollars“ damage. Cellars everywhere were 
flooded and street cars, omnibuses, and other 
traffic stopped. The subway was filled with 
water. The tables and chairs of outdoor 
restaurants were swept away. 


Streets Flooded Three Feet. 

For a time the water was three feet deep 
in most of the principal thoroughfares. 
Twenty persons were struck by lightning, 
but so tar as is reported none was fatally 


injured. 

Eighty-seven bodies have been recovered 
from the waters of the Ahr in the Eifel 
region. | were found along the river 
banke, tossed high by the flood or left 
stranded as the waters subeided. 

Throughout the Abr valley only one bridge.

IDEA MEETS WITH FROST. 


Congressman’s Proposition Dies 
at Conference in Sher- 
man’s Room. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., June 14.—[Spévial.]—A 
decided jolt to its dignity was received today 
by the august senate of the United States. 
It was approached with a proposal to join 
the house of representatives in appointing an 
official congressional committee to welcome 
former President Theodore Roosevelt back 
to his native country. 

The author of this rude shock was William 
W. Wilson of Englewood, who represents 
the Third Illinois district in congress. He 
was not trying to test the self-possession 
of the august senate, and now that it is all 
over, nobody regrets more than he the sad 
havoc his little proposition created. 

The IIlinoisan thought it would be only 
fitting and proper for congress to offer its wel- 
come in some dignified manner to the return- 
ing American hero. He decided k should 
appoint a comprehensive, nonpartisan com- 
mittee to go down the bay and extend the 
glad hand of the nation to Col. Roosevelt. 


Finds Favor in House. 


Mr. Wilson talked the plan over with a 
number of leaders in the house and found it 
met with enthusiastic approval. It was evi- 
dent that a joint resolution providing for 
, such a reception committee would pass the 
house practically without apposition. 

Then Mr. Wilson extended his reconnoiter- 
‘Ing to the senate, where he laid his proposi- 
ton before Vice President Sherman. That 
official thought the plan an inspiration and 
he at once retired to his room and sent for 
all the senate leaders he could reach. 

Mr. Aldrich came and then Senators EI- 
kins, Hale, Crane, Smoot, Frye, Gallinger, 
and half a dosen others. Mr. Sherman us 
folded the plan of the joint reception com- 
mittee. 

When the vice president had finished there 
was a painful silence, broken only by a gasp 
and finally, K is averred, by an out and out 
senatorial snort of derision. One venerable 
statesman was made speechiess. 

“ Why, we might as well appoint a commit- 
tee to welcome Taft home every time he re- 
turns from a speaking tour,“ said one sen- 
ator. 

That was as far as the proposal got or ever 
will get. 


Plans for Reception. 

New York, June 14.—At least two cabinet 
officers will be present at the reception of 
Theodore Roosevelt next Saturday, Three 
governors have sent in their acceptances and 
several more have commisgioned delegates 
to act for them. 

The committee says at least one battleship 
and five torpedo boat destroyers will take 
part in the water demonstration.

We can also provide by statute that the 
happening of an accident on a highway, oc- 
casioned by an automobile, resulting in in- 
jury or death, shall be prima facile evidence 
of negligence on the part of the owner 
thereof: 

“The law should safeguard the people in 
these respects by all means, because a great 
number of persons who purchase and use 
automobiles are execution proof, so that a 
judgment, if procured for @ personal injury, 
could not de collected against many of them. 
If a man can afford the luxury of an auto- 
mobile, it is no great hardship upon him to 
compel him to give a bond to indemnify per- 
eons injured through his reckless driving 
upon the highways, which are the common 
heritage of all the people.’

sympathy with his views than Sir Thomas 
Sanderson, an official of the old school. Ac- 
cordingly Sir Thomas was shelved, much to 
his own disgust, being only partially con- 
soled by a peerage, and Sir Charles Hardinge 

was appointed in his stead. In order to com- 

pensate him for the difference of salary— 

that of ambassador at St. Petersburg is $40,- 

000, whereas that of undersecretary of state 

was a little over §12,000—he was awarded an 

annual grant ad personam of $10,000 a year 
from the foreign office funds.

That with King Edward's death he would 
be transferred to some other post was a fore- 
gone conclusion. The late king was wont to 
rely so much upon Hardinge to carry out 
this and that one of his views in matters of 
foreign policy as to leave Sir Charles’ chief— 
namely: Sir Edward Grey, the secretary of 
state for foreign affairs—very much out in the 
cold. Indeed, the matter was on several oc- 
casiong made thé subject of unpleasant dis- 
cussion in parliament, where Sir Edward 
Grey was obliged, for his own sake and for 
that of the king, to emphasize the fact that 
he (Sir Edward) was the sole constitutional 
adviser of the sovereign in foreign matters, 
and not Sir Charles Hardinge. 

— — 

Possessed of perfect manners, the most 
even temper, great tact, and, as demon- 
strated by his career, no small amount ot 
diplomacy, Charles Hardinge is particularly 
well qualified for the governor generalship 
at a time when tact and diplomacy are above 
everything elee needed in dealing with the. 
princes and the people of India, so many of 
whom have been hurt in their pride and dig- 
nity by lack of consideration on the part of 
English officialg of the modern school. More- 
over, Sir Charles is good looking, with an alr 
of distinction, both things calculated to im- 
press the native mind, and then, too, he has 
a knowledge and experience of court life 
superior to that of any of his predecessors a8 
viceroy, and which will prove invaluable to 
him at Calcutta, conducing to the dignity and 
prestige of his own viceregal court there. 

On the other hand, he lacks the considera- 
ble private fortune enjoyed by governors gen- 
eral, such as Lord Curzon, Lord Lansdowne, 
the late Lord Northbrook, the late Marquis 
of Ripon, and even by Lord Minto, the latter 
of whom, though not rich, has nevertheless 
considerable private means of his own. The 
emoluments of viceroy of India are large. 
Including salary and allowances, they 
amount to some $200,000 a year, to which 
must be added fully furnished residences, the 
maintenance of bodyguards and of immense 
staffs of servants, etc. Yet with all that 
nearly every viceroy has been obliged to sup- 
plement his official emoluments from hig pri- 
vate income, and when the late Marquis of 
Dufferin, who was at no time rich, returned 
from India on the conclusion of his term of 
office it was with altogether crippled re- 
sources, so much so that he died an almost 
ruined man. No Indian viceroy that I can 
recall has ever saved on his salary and al- 
lowances. One and all have deemed it a 
matter of honor to spend every cent which 
they received in maintaining with befitting 
splendor the dignity of their high office, and 
one of the most princely of them all, the late 
Lord Northbrook, declined throughout his 
term of office to touch a penny of his allow- 
ances, insisting on paying everything beyond 
his actual salary out of his own enormous 
fortune. 


— 

Sir Charles Hardinge, who is to be raised to 
the peerage before he goes out to India, is the 
next brother of the present and third Vis- 
count Hardinge, and, like him, a grandson 
of that first Lord Hardinge who was one of 
the principal lieutenants of the great Duke 
of Wellington throughout the peninsular 
war, lost his arm at the battle of Ligny on 
the eve of Waterloo, was afterwards secre- 
tary of state for war, commander th chief 
of the British army, and governor general 
of India.

J. U. HIGINBOTHAM.] 

I. Hours of banquets shall be between 6:30 
and midnight. No banquet shall last more 
than two and a half hours, and at ‘east 
ninety minutes of this time shall be devoted 
to eating. : 

II. The toastmaster shall be carefully 
coached as to the characteristics of the 
speakers. To have a toastmaster pause in 
the midst of an eloquent tribute to inquire. 
in an audible whisper, whether the next per- 
former is to speak or sing is embarrassing 
and unjust. 

III. The menus shall be varied occasicen- 
ally. If the banquet be princely, the filet 
shall de larded. The salad shall be washes 
before it is dressed, and shali be sufficiently 
dressed. If possible, the punch shall be re- 
quired to live up to its name. The ices may 
be made of anything, so long as they lonx 
nice. By the time they arrive no one wants 
any morg, anyhow.

| LATE WALL STREET NEWS AND GOSSIP. | 


New York, June 14—[Special.}—A confer- 
ence of bankers and other business men held 
in this city today to take action looking to- 
ward the safeguarding of bills of lading and 
urge the passage of the Stevens bill, now be- 
fore the senate, which makes @ railroad re- 
sponsible for the validity of bills of lading 
issued by their agents. 

The conference was brought about by the 
failure of three cotton and grain houses— 
Knight, Yancey 4 Co. of Decatur, Ala.: 
Steele, Miller & Co. of Corinth, Miss, and 
Durant, Elmore & Co. of Albany. It is the 
contention of. the bankers that the losses 
sustained as a result of these failures, ag- 
gregating nearly $10,000,000, were due to 
frauds perpetrated by means of bills of lading 
jasued for shipments the railroads never re- 
ceived. 

Among the conferees were Lewis E. Pier- 
son, president of the Amerian Bankers’ asso- 
ciation; T. B. Paton, general counsel of the 
association; officers of five large New York 
banks, repregentatives of the chamber of 
commerce, Néw York cotton exchange, and 
foreign and interior bankers. Mr. Pierson 
gave out the following statement: 

The three last bill of lading swindles have 
so shaken confidence ef credit institutions 
here and abroed in the validity of these in- 
struments as to endanger the free movement 
of crops next fall. Bankers everywhere have 
determined to curtail their loans on bills of 
lading until the carriers that issue them are 
made responsible for their validity. Confer- 
ences such as we hed here today are being 
held by European bankers to determine their 
future action with respect to the American 
pill of lading, When it is realized that all of 
our crops are financed by means of bills of 
lading the gravity of the situation may be

EXTENT OF ELECTRIC ROADS 
SHOWS AN ENORMOUS GAIN. 


Mileage Increases 41.4 Per Cent Be- 
tween 1902 and 1907—Ohio Leads 
in the Advance. 


Washington, D. C., June 14.—Street and 
electric car mileage in the United States 
increased 41.4 per cent; there was a gain 
of 68.8 per.cent in the number of passengers 
carried, and an increase of 71.6 per cent in 
the gross income of the railways from the 
year 1902 to 1907, according to statistics just 
made public by the census bureau. Electric 
ity as the motive power had increased to 
99 per cent, having been uesd on only 15.5 
per cent in 1800. 

The total number of passengers in 1907 
was nearly ten billion as compared with less 
than six billion in 1902. The number of 
„ fare passengers per mile of track in 1907 
was 216,522, in 1902 it was 212,217. The total 
number of miles of track in 1007 was 34,403, 
as against 22,576 in 1902. Of the former 
2 64,050 miles was operated by eleo- 
tricity.
